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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To easily pass a ball from a player to a desired 
partner in a pass destination selecting method for a ball game 
in a game machine. 

CONSTITUTION: Pass destinations are selected by the 
number of set persons based on the ball, position relation 
between an ally and an enemy, and a priority order, and also, 
when a selected pass destination is displayed on a screen, the 
pass destination, a mark representing a pass execution key, and 
the name of the player are displayed in the neighborhood of the 
selected pass destination, respectively (steps S1-S7), and when 
they are not displayed on a screen, the mark and the name of 
the player are displayed on a screen edge near the position of ? 
the selected pass destination, respectively (step S8). When the 
pass execution key corresponding to each selected pass 
destination is selected and depressed by the player, pass is sent 
to the pass destination corresponding to a depressed pass 
execution key. 
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
